RUSSIANS DEAL SMASHING BLOW TO TEUTONS 


GREAT VICTORY WON

RUSSIANS ALSO WINNING

They Have Pushed Von 
Hindenburg’s Forces Back

Make Repeated Attacks in 
West, But Are Bloodily 
Repulsed. 


London, October 13.—Another strik- 
ing victory has been won by the Rus- 
sians on the southern front in eastern 
according to Petrograd. 

[t is reported the Russians have. 
pierced the last line of Austrian de- 
fenses on the Stripa river and storm- 
ed one of the strongest points on the 
Austra-German right flank. 

This victory follows the Russian 
successes in Galicia reported Tues- 
day. In Tuesday’s battle Petrograd 
officially states that General Ivanoff 
has broken the Austro-German front 
along the Stripa, taking 2,000 prison- 
ers and a number of guns. 

If the Russian victory is as definite 
as is indicated by the. official an- 
nouncement the Austrians may be 
compelled to fall back on Lemburg. 
Such a retreat would certain to 
have considerable moral effect in the 
Balkans.

WILSON WILL ASK 
FOR $400.000,000 


~ AS DEFENSE BUDGET 


This Represents an Increase 
of About $140,000,000 Over 
Amount Appropriated by 
Congress Last Year. 


October 13.—Four hun- 
@red million dollars for national de- 
fense—-an increase of approximately 
$140,000,000 over last vear—constitutes 
the amount President Wilson and his 
advisers now estimate should be ap- 
propriated the next congress for 
the army and navy. 

As the date—Friday—for completion 
of the annual estimates draws near, 
the presidént is giving preliminary 
consideration to the national defense 
budget, out of which it is hoped to 
lay down a stronger naval program 
than the United States ever has au- 
thorized in its history and similarly 
a larger provision for the military es- 
tablishment than has been customary 
time of peace. 

The president has had before him 
for several weeks the outlines of a 
military policy of a continuing char- 
acter fraruaed by Secretary Garrison 
after more than a year’s study with 
officers of the general staff. With it 
the president is in hearty accord, re- 
garding it as a conservative, well bal- 
anced program. While details have not 
been revealed, a substantial increase 
in the regular army, probably from 
87,000 to at least 120,000 men, and the 
creation of a reserve of perhaps 400,- 
000 men through short term enlist- 
ment service of citizens interested in 
military training, are said to be parts 
of the army plan. 

Sum Not Definitely Fixed. 

As yet the appropriation to be ree- 
ommended for the army and navy re- 
spectively has not been definitely 
fixed. Indications are that the army’s 
budget of $110,000,000 last year will 
be increased by at least $60,000,000, 
while Secretary Daniels is figuring on 
obtaining $100,000,000 increase over the 
navy appropriation of $148,000,000 of 
last year: 

When the president and secretaries 
of war and navy confer next week it 
is understood an effort will be made 
to bring the total sum within the 
$400,000,000 ‘mark, as at present the 
combined estimates of the two branch- 
es of the service will make about 
$450,000,000. If the needs of the two 
services can be cut to $400,000,000 the 
total increase over last year would 
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The first time in the state’s history | 
Georgia is in position to borrow money 
at home at three per cent interest, up 
to two million dollars, under the Walk- 
er bill, passed at the regular session 
of the general assembly. This, briefly, 
is the outcome of yesterday’s confer- 
ence. 

Since the enactment of the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Walker, it has 
been the purpose of Governor Harris 
and Superintendent M. L. Brittain to 
complete the plan for putting the pro- 
visions of that law into operation next 
January, and at that time to put the 


public school system on a business 
basis, by which the teachers would be 
paid their salaries month by month. 
To that end they have been working. 

The Walker bill provides that the 
governor may, when an annual appro- 
priation has been made for the state 
school system, pro rate the total ap- 
propriation into twelve portions, and 
draw his warrant monthly for an 
amount to cover, in anticipation of the 
collection of tax money into the treas- 
ury with which to meet the appropria- 
money to be borrowed on these 
warrants and devoted to the payment 
of teachers. It was believed for a 
time that if the effort to establish 
the prompt payment system could be- 
come effective and go into operation 
in January, as the governor and Su- 
perintendent Brittain had hoped, it 
might be necessary to borrow the 
money in New York, as has been the 
case heretofore when large loans were 
made. 

McAdoo Approves Plan. 

Conferences had been held, however, 
with Governor McCord, of the federal 
reserve system, who was anxious to 
aid in furthering the plan as much as 
he could. The question was finally 
brought to the attention of Secretary 
McAdoo, who is originally a Georgian, 
and, following his policy of aiding the 
south financially whenever possible, 
the plan was approved, and, as an- 
nounced in banking circles here yes- 
terday, Governor Harris was so in- 
formed. 

Yesterday evening the governor and 
Superintendent Brittain held a confer- 
ence to discuss the proposition, and 
it was decided then to call into con- 
sultation today the comptroller gen- 
eral, the state treasurer and the at- 
torney general to go over the entire 
plan and pass on the legal technical- 
ities necessarily incident to the state's 
borrowing the money. . 

Low Interest Rate. 

One of the important questions to be 
determined is what form of warrant 
it will be necessary to use in covering 
the monthly loans. In making an ap- 


i propriation for the common school sys- 


tem of the state, it is mecessary that 
the entire sum appropriated go into the 
school system, no provision being made 
for an interest charge. 

It is necessary that an arrangement 
be made whereby the interest will be 
borne by the counties after the appro- 
priation has been apportioned among 
them. In doing this, though, the ar- 
rangement. under which the offer is 
made to the state is such that the coun- 
ties will be getting the money at just 
one-half the lowest rate of interest 
they have heretofore been able to ob- 
tain it. To cover that technicality, as 
well as others, it will be. necessary te 
decide whether a new form of warrant 
must be provided for making the loan, 
or whether the old warrant form will 
be sufficient. All of these details are 
to be decided today when the several 
state officials meet. 

To Apportion Funds.

So they piled into automobiles, came 
here and for a time the town fairly 
glowed with red lights and the spirit 
of their enthusiasm. 

“What We Expected.”’ 

‘It’s ‘only what we expected,” was

ITALY HALTS 


ABOUT SERBIA. 


Some disappointment is expressed at 
the decision~of Italy not to participate 
in the eastern operations. Italy 
laid claim to great influence in the 
Balkans and is known to have aspira- 
tions in Asia Minor, which the junction 
of Germans and Turks, it is pointed out, 
would virtually bring to an end. With 
superfluous forces and excellent trans- 
port facilities, the view is held in Lon- 
don that Italy is in a better position 
than any of the other allies to lend a 
hand, and hope is expressed that she 
will yet do so. 

In the meantime the allies are close- 
ly watching developments in Bulga- 
ria, where many of the people are 
averse to fighting against the allies, 
particularly Russia. It is reported 
from Paris tonight that General Sa- 
voff, former Bulgarlan minister of 
war and former commander-in-chief of 
the Bulgarian army, has resigned his 
command rather than fight against 
Russia. It is thought that the land- 
ing of Russians in Bulgaria might re- 
sult in a change in the policy of that 
country even this late in the day.

GERMANS FAIL 
IN THE WEST. 


The Germans in Artols in France 
have made violent attacks against al- 
lied positions, preceding them with 
terrific bombardments. At one point

A German correspondent at the front 
states that a great battle in which all 
arms seem to be engaged is now pro- 
ceeding in the Champagne, which is 
regarded as an indication that the 
French intend to resume the offensive, 


STRIKING VICTORY 
FOR THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, October 13.—-(Via Lon- 
don.)—-Another striking victory has 
been won by the Russians on the 
southern front, in eastern Galicia. 
They have pierced the last line of 
Austrian defenses on the Stripa river 
and stormed one of the strongest 
points on the Austro-German right 
flank. 

Between two thousand and three 
thousand prisoners ‘were captured. 

This achievement of the Russians, 
following successes reported yesterday 
on the Dvinsk front, represented a con- 
tinuation of the recent strong offensive 
movement north of the Rumanian fron- 
tier. 

The position stormed was a strong 
fortification on a hill to the east of 
Giavoranka on the right bank of the 
Stripa, 13 miles north of Buchacht and 
from which the Austrians had prepared 
to strike at the Russian left flank to- 
ward Pinsk. Russian successes around 
Kolka and Charloriesk, however, en< 
abled them to obtain a footing on the 
left bank of the Styr, which seriously 
menaced their opponenta,

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CONFIDENCE VOTED. 


"IN FRENCH PREMIER 


‘Deputies Acted After Heat-' 


ed Debate Over Resigna- 
tion of Foreign Minister 


Delcasse--Government Ma- | 


jority Large. 


Paris, October 13.—The government, 
of which Rene Viviani is the head, re- 
ceived a decisive vote of confidence 
in the chamber of deputies tonight, 
372 to 9, after a long and exciting ses- 
sion in which the government’s war 
policy, particularly that relating to 
the Balkans, was severely criticised by 
leaders representing the foreign, mili- 
tary and naval affairs committees. 

The debate was signalized at the 
outset by the announcement by Pre- 
mier Viviani of the resignation of M. 
Deleasse, which had been accepted, M. 
Viviani assuming the portfolio of for- 
eign affairs in addition to the presi- 
dency of the council. 

The final vote did not disclose the 
extent of the opposition to the govern- 
ment, as those who led the attack 
withheld their votes on the ground that 
the government had not presented a 
sufficient explanation to permit mem- 
bers to vote intelligently. The result 
was none the less considered a nota- 
ble tribute to the strength ot the min- 
istry at the moment of losing the min- 
ister who had shaped the foreign poli- 
cies throughout the war and because 
of a concerted movement against the 
entire ministry. 

Between 120 and 130 deputies did not 
vote. These included most of the uni- 
fied socialists. Twenty of them, how- 
ever, voted for the government. 

The dissenting nine were four uni- 
fied socialists and five socialistic radi- 
cals. 

Session Very Turbulent. 

The session was one of the most 
turbulent in recent years, the disorder 
becoming so great while the final vote 
was being taken that the president 
left the chamber and the lignts were 
extinguished to suppress the violent 
outbreak of one of the opposing mem- 
bers. 

The criticism of the opposition was 
directed against the government's al- 
leged lack of toresight in attempting 
tc avert Bulgaria’s understanding with 
wermany and lack of energy in failing 
to arrange for an ample landing force 
at Saloniki to offset the German and 
Liulgarian move in the Balkans. 

ln a ringing reply M. Viviani de- 
fended the course ot thé government, 
tie declared that it was obliged not 
only to consult the parliamentary com- 
mittees, but to maintain the good fuith 
of its position with the allied govern- 
ments, which did not permit it to lay 
a complete explanation of all the mili- 
tary policies before parliament. He 
declared M. Delcasse’s resignation was 
not due to any discord in the ministry, 
as M. Delcasse had always assented 
to the various steps taken. Continued 
ill health was given as the reason for 
the resignation of M. Delcasse. 

Delcasse and Kaiser. 

Colonel Driant, son-in-law of the 
late General Boulanger, speaking in 
the name of those fighting in the 
trenches, appealed for national unity. 
“A feeling of uneasiness must not be 
allowed to spring up in the country,” 
he said. “No one could have more 
sympathy than I for a foreign minis- 
ter who was turned out by the Ger- 
man emperor a few years ago.” 

This was a reference to the resigna- 
tion of M. Delcasse from the cabinet 
in 1905, which was said to be pleas- 
ing to Germany. The remark brought 
iuugene Etienne to his feet in strong 
protest. 

“Il was a minister in the same cab- 
inet with iM. Delcasse,” he cried, “and 
cannot allow it to be said that he was 
subjected to such a humiliation. His 
ae cos, ye would not have suffered it. 
Deicasse left of his own free will.” 


Delcasse a Great Frenchman. 

Theophile Deleasse has been one of 
the foremost French statesmen during 
the last 25 years, having to his credit, 
above all else, the inspiration which 
led to the formation of the Anglo- 
French entente cordiale. He was also 
credited with an effective influence in 
the settlement of differences between 
Lussia and Great Britain, making pos- 
sible the formation of the triple en- 
tente, 

As foreign minister in a former 
cabinet M. Delcasse aroused the bitter 
hostility of Germany, where, it was 
believed, his policy aimed at the polit- 
ical isolation of that nation. His ef- 
forts to extend French influence in 
northern Africa in particular were re- 
‘garded with distrust in Germany, and 
his Moroccan policy leading to the crisis 
i of 1905 between Paris and Berlin, re- 
|}sulted in his resignation after holding 
(office for eleven years. Subsequent- 
‘ly he filled other public positions, and 
‘in August of last year was recalled to 
‘the foreign affairs portfolio. 


| JAPAN IS HURRYING 
MUNITIONS TO RUSSIA 


New York, October 13.—Russia has 
been receiving munitions of war from 
Japan at an average rate of twenty 
trainloads a day for over three months, 
according to Cyrus Robinson, a min- 
‘ing engineer of London, who arrived 
‘here today on the steamship Califor- 
nia from Vivarnnel.

INVADERS CLAIM 
TO MAKE PROGRESS. 


Berlin, October 13.—(Via London.)— 
The Austro-German invasion of Serbia 
is making progress, the war office an- 
nounced today, although the Serbians 
are interfering to some extent with the 
advance. A village and other positions 
south of Belgrade have been captured. 

The war office Balkan communica- 
tion follows: 

“The resistance of the Serbians was 
sufficient to hold up only slightly our 
forward movement. South of Belgrade 
the village of Zaleznik and the 
heights east of the villege, on both 
Sides of Topeidersha, were stormed. 
Attacks upon Pozarevac are continuing 
most favorably. The Pozarevac-Gra- 
diste road has been crossed in a south- 
erly direction.” 

GREECE BALKING 
AT AIDING SERBIA. 

Athens, October 13.—(Via Paris.)— 
The Greek reply to Serbia’s representa- 
tions that the Bulgarian attack on 
Serbia completes the act of aggression 
contemplated under the treaty of al- 
liance between Greece and Serbia, and 
asking if the Greek army is ready to 
enter action against Bulgaria, was de- 
livered today. 

Beginning with the declaration that 
“‘the royal government greatly regrets 
that it is unable to accede to Serbia’s 
request,” the reply explains that the 
alliance of 1911, while foreseeing Bul- 
garian aggression, was limited to pre- 
serving an equilibrium among the Bal- 
kan states. 

“The preamble of the treaty,” the re- 
ply continues, “defines it as of purely 
Balkan character, not applying to a 
general conflagration. Both the treaty 
of alliance and the military convention 
completing it prove in the first article 
that the contracting parties contem- 
plated only isolated attacks by Bulga- 
ria against one of them.” 

The note argues that the treaty does 
not cover the situation which has 
arisen today—a situation ‘in which 
“Greece might destroy herself without 
hope of saving Serbia, which cannot 
wish such a result.” It is added that 
common interests demand that the 
Greek forces still be kept in reserve 
for a better use later. 

The note concludes with the decla- 
ration that Greece intends to remain 
an armed neutral, and “assures Serbia 
that Greece will continue to give her 
every assistance and facility compati- 
ble with Greece’s exclusively interna- 
tional position.” 

BULGARS SHELL 
SERBIAN TRAIN, 

Paris, October 14.—A Havas dispatch 
from Turnu-Severin, on the Danube, in 
western Rumania, dated Tuesday, says:

LAW HELD INVALID 
ON COTTON FUTURES 


U. S. Judge Says the Law 
Should Have Originated in 
House Instead of Senate. 
Damages Given Cotton Men 


New York, October 13.—The cotton 
1914, also 
known as the Lever law. was today 
declared unconstitutional by Federal 
District Judge Hough, because as a 
revenue measure, it originated in the 
senate instead of the house of repre- 
sentatives as required by the consti- 
tution. 

‘The decision was rendered in a test 
suit brought by Samuel T. FElubbard, 
of the cotton brokerage firm of Hub- 
bard Bros., and others to recover §$1,- 
000 paid under pretext to John Z. Lowe, 
Jr., collector of internal revenue, un- 
der the provisions of the law. Judg- 
ment was rendered in favor of the 
Plaintiffs. 

Decision of the Judge. 

The suit alleged the act was uncon- 
Stitutional, first, because it originated 
in the senate instead of the lower 
house, and, second, because the law 
taxed the manner of performing the 
transaction instead of the transaction 
itself. 

Judge Hough sustained the first con- 
tention, but gave no” finding on the 
second. He said: 

“The bill known as the cotton fu- 
tures act, approved August 18, 1914, 
never ‘was and is not a law of the 
United States, and therefore as a prop- 
Osition it is no longer open to dis- 
cussion. 

“This is one of the legislative proj- 
ects which, to be law, must originate 
in the lower house. The constitution 
provides that all bills for revenue 
must originate in the house of rep- 
It is not seen how this 
court can regard information furnish- 
ed by congress itself. 

“It is most unsatisfactory to ground 
decision upon so technical a point, but 
such as it is, this finding disposes of 
the case, and I must leave undiscussed 
the arguments equally able and in- 
structive upodén the other and perma- 
nent branch of the litigation.” 

Concerning the government’s conten- 
tion that the act was designed pri- 
marily to prevent speculation in cotton 
futures, Judge Hough said it was im- 
material what intent was behind the 
act so long as congress had labeled 
it a tax measure. 

Caused Break in Market. 

Shortly after reports of the decision 
reached cotton traders there was a 
sharp ‘break in the market. Until then 
the market had been firm, with Janu- 
ary contracts selling up to 13.80, more 
than $1.00 a bale over Monday’s clos- 
ing, but news of the decision carried 
prices down almost to Monday’s levels. 

Later the opinion was expressed 
about the cotton exchange that the de- 
cision would not have any effect upon 
existing contracts, and there were ral- 
lies of from 10 to 15 points. The mar- 
ket remained unsteady until the close, 
however, and opinions upon the effect 
of the decision were widely divergent.

Decision Surprise to Washington, 

Washington, Otcober 13.—Attorney 
General Gregory declined tonight to 
ingicate whether thet department of 
justice would appeal trom Judge 
Hiough’s decision hoiding the cotton fu- 
tures not unconstitutional. He said 
he could make no statement until he 
read tne decsion. 

It is believed in official circles, how- 
ever, that an appeal will be taken, par- 
ticularly if the department of agricul- 
ture and the treasury department de- 
sires action. 

The decision was a surprise to many 
officials familiar with the law. The 
department of justice was cognizant 
of the fact that the bill originated in 
the senate, but is understood to have 
relied mainly upon the fact that the 
senate bill did not contain any taxing 
provisions such as are in the law as 
finally signed by the president. 

During the debates in congress there 
was no suggestion that the validity of 
the law might be questioned because 
of its origin. It was regarded as a 
punitive measure, designed to tax or 
prevent dealings in futures, and the 
taxation method of dealing with future 
transactions finally was selected in 
preference to others proposed.

WORKERS DISAGR 


Woodward Says Election 
Tuesday Was Not Victory 
for Recall, as Claimed by 
McElreath. 


‘Twas not an issue, and even ifthe 
other side tried to make me an issue. 
I can’t see that the election of Sis- 
son is any victory.”—Mayor James 
G. Woodward. 

“The election of Sisson was a 
Sreat victory for the recall move- 
ment, and we will now have the call 


filed with the city clerk in less than 
ten days,.”—Walter L. McElreath, 
chairman of recall committee. 


The result of the city primary is be- 
ing discussed at very different angles 
around the city hall and among local 
politicians. 

The friends of John D. Sisson claim 
that his election as alderman from the 
fifth ward was a clean-cut victory over 
the Woodward forces, while the may- 
or’s friends are equally emphatic in 
claiming that an analysis of the vote 
shows no such victory. 

The workers for the recall are jubi- 
lant, and now state that the list of 
qualified voters for the recall will be 
filed with the city clerk in less than 
ten days. They say that the election 
of Sisson points conclusively to a de- 
sire on the part of the people to re- 
call the mayor and the other six mem- 
bers of the police board who voted to 
demote Beavers. 

A statement by Mayor Woodward 
and one by Walter McElreath, one 
of the leaders of the recall, in regard 
to the election of Sisson and its result 
on the recall mevement is of much in- 
terest just now when the recall work- 
ers announce that a petition for an 
election will be filed within less than 
ten days. 

How the Mayor Views It. 

“I said before the election that I was 
not an issue in the campaign by Sisson 
and Besser,” states the mayor, “and I 
adhere to that statement. I have been 
attending to the city’s business. Some 
of the Sisson workers tried to make me 
an issue, but I refused to be made so. 
Even if I had been an issue I can’t 
see that the victory for Sisson can give 
much hope to the recall men. Just 
analyze the vote. The total vote cast 
in the primary was 3,339. The white 
registered voters, those qualified to 
vote in the primary, were 10,208. The 
total vote, therefore, in the primary 
was about one-third of the total regis- 
tration. With such a light vote it was 
anybody’s race, regardless of any line- 
up. Sisson’s total vote was only 1,720, 
which, so far from being a majority of 
the registered voters, was only about 
one-seventh. 

“Il understand that the recall crowd 
brought out its full Strength-for Sis- 
son, but there were many men who 
voted for Sisson who are against the 
recall. So, this plainly shows that 
there is nothing for the recall crowd 
to gloat over. If they think they have 
won a victory under the showing made 
they are certainly welcome to it.” 

As Viewed by Recall Workers. 

“We regard the election of Sisson,”’ 
stated Mr. McElreath, “as a great vic- 
tory for the recall movement. 
we did not make any campaign 
him, Sisson drew the line himself, and 
the anti-recall people certainly lined 
up for Besser and did their best to de- 
feat Sisson. The people have spoken, 
and now it only remains for us to 
close up our list and have the election 
called. We will be ready to file our 
list with the city clerk in less than 
ten days. We have over three thou- 
Sand names already checked off, and 
we need only 3,371. We have many 
that have not been checked. This ap- 
plies to all the seven members of the 
board of police commissioners who 
voted to demote Chief Beavers. 

“There are two reasons why we have 
gone about this business with no undue 
haste. First, we did not want any 
frenzied movement, but a calm and 
dispassionate survey of the field, so 
that we could have the recall brought 
about by the men who have the city’s 
interests at heart; second, we wanted 
to wait until after the city primary, 
because many voters had friends among 
the candidates and they did not wish 
to participate in the recall until after 
the election.” 

Recall Meeting Tonight. 

It has been announced that there 
will be a meeting of the recall workers 
f meeeeny evening at the headquarters 
in the Silvey building. The meeting 
will not be for the general public, but 
for only those who are taking an active 
part in the recall movement.

JUDGE FITE REVERSED 
BY SUPREME COURT. 


The state supreme court, in its de- 
cision yesterday reversing Judge W. A. 
Fite in his now famous contempt order 
against the Murray county board of 
commissioners and their clerk, more or 
less mildly lectures the judge of the 
lower court in the following language 
used in the decision: 

“Attachment for contempt in vio- 
lating such an order (the original or- 
der issued by Judge Fite) is a summary

The decision further contains the fol- 
lowing language: 

Sellers Not Commissioner, 

“Further, we see no evidence which 
authorized the holding of Sellers in 
contempt. He was not a commissioner 
and had no authority to revoke the 
tax levy and withdraw the publication, 
if he had so desired. 

“Upon. the whole, after careful con- 
sideration, we are constrained to think 
that the trial judge erred in the judg- 
ment which he rendered.” 

The decision reversing Judge Fite is 
on an appeal to the supreme court 
of the order adjudging in contempt of 
Judge Fite’s court the board of coun- 
ty commissioners of Murray county, 
composed of Messrs. D. R. Dunn, T. M. 
Hemphill and J. A. McGhee, and their 
clerk and attorney, J. M. Sellers, all 
of whom were put in the common jail 
of Murray county several weeks ago, 
as an outgrowth of the contention be- 
tween the commissioners and Judge 
Fite and several citizens of Murray 
county over the transfer of the legal 
situs of the county from Springplace 
to Chattsworth. 

Stopped Courthouse Work, 


An order had previously been issued 
by Judge Fite to stop the commissioners 
from erecting the new courthouse at 
Chatsworth, and that case was ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, which held 
that the selection of a county site was 
in the jurisdiction of the commission- 
ers and not of the court. Subsequent- 
ly, as is shown by the evidence in the 
case, Judge Fite attempted to stop the 
levy of a special tax for the purpose 
of building the courthouse, but the 


tax levy had been made when his or- 
der was served, whereupon he issued 
the contempt order upon which the 
commissioners and Clerk Sellers were 
put in jail. It is that case which was 
decided against Judge Fite yesterday. 
A further restraining order issued by 
Judge Fite is now pending; wherei 
he has enjoined the county tax col- 
lector from making collection of the 
special tax as levied by the commis- 
sioners. That remains to be passed 
upon by the supreme court. 
The Court’s Opinion. 


The headnote of yesterday’s opinion, 
which was written by Justice Lumpkin 
and concurred in. by all the judges o 
the supreme bench, is a 
mary of the case. It is as follows: 

“On an application for an injunction

ing order passed, enjoining them until 
the hearing prayed. On the hearing for 
an application for an attachment for

The defendants, by their 
sworn answer, alleged that the com- 
missioners had ‘levied the tax,’ had 
‘advertised same,’ and had adjourned 
and gone to their respective homes be- 
fore they had any knowledge of the 
restraining order, and they had levied 
the tax before they had any knowl- 
edge that the petition had been pre- 
sented to the court; and they also 
showed by the evidence of the clerk 
that the order levying the tax (dated 
August 20), had been entered on their 
minutes, and that a copy had been 
posted on the courthouse door and an- 
other copy mailed to the tax collector 
and still another delivered to the news- 
paper for publication before they had 
any notice of the restraining order (Cit 
having been granted on the same day 
when the commissioners met at a 
place about 40 miles distant from that 
where the meeting was held and not 
having been served on any of the de- 
fendants until the next day after its 
passage, and on one or more of them 
two days later.) They also denied any 
intention to violate or defy the re- 
straining order. The court adjudged 
all of the defendants to be in contempt, 
provided that they might purge them- 
selves of the contempt by discontinuing 
and withdrawing instanter the special 
tax levy for the building of a court- 
house, and the publication thereof in 
the newspaper, and paying the costs 
of the proceeding. It was further or- 
dered that, on failure to do this, 

defendants should be confined in th 
common jail until further order. 


“Judgment Was Erroneous.” 


“Held: That such judgment was er- 
roneous.”

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THE DIXIE TOURISTS. 

Complete plans have been made for meet- 
ing, welcoming and entertaining the Dixie 
Highway tourists. The city, county and all 
of Atlanta’s leading civic organizations will 
be represented in the automobile cavalcade 
which will go to Rome to meet the visitors 
on their arrival there Friday. 

Under the auspices of the Atlanta Auto- 
mobile and Accessory association, every- 
thing 


has. been done that can be done to 
give the visitors the most cordial welcome 
ever extended a party coming into Georgia. 

What remains to be done is only a mat- 
ter of individual effort. Every one of those 
who have consented to take part in this 
welcoming trip should be there on the mo- 
ment; it is a civic duty. More than that, 
no eifort should be omitted and no oppor- 
tunity lost to make these visitors feel that 
Georgia not only welcomes them, but has 
been waiting for them as the vanguard of 
one of the biggest progressive movements 
of the last*quarter century.

THE FATE OF STERLING. 

While the primary object of the credit 
of $500,000,000, which England and France 
have just secured through American finan- 
ciers, was to provide a means of purchase 
of agricultural and manufacturing products 
in this country without the necessity of 
sending gold here to pay for them, it had 
also as a secondary purpose the mainte- 
Rance of as near as possible a parity in 
the exchange rate between this country and 
those in whose interest it was negotiated. 

It has not, however, had the effect hoped 
for. Although, pending negotiations, the 
value of the pound sterling as measured 
by American dollars recovered materially 
from the record low point made September 
15, it. experienced another big drop this 
week just two or three days after announce- 
ment of the conclusion of satisfactory ar- 
rangements for the credit loan. The value 
of the pound went to $4.67% on Mon- 
day, or more than 4 per cent below par 
on the dollar basis. It has been as low 
as 5 per cent under par, but had recov- 
ered, pending negotiations for the credit, 
to a point within approximately 3 per cent 
of par value. 

Financial experts profess to see in this 
situation the doom of the English pound 
sterling as a world standard of monetary

value. Bankers on both continents are mak- 
ing every effort to stem the tide against 
the British monetary standard, and for a 
while they will be materially aided by the 
half billion dollar credit just negotiated; 
but when that is exhausted, the best finan- 
cial opinion is it will mean the virtual elim- 


ination of the pound sterling as a mone | 


tary standard, at least, for the remainder of | 


the war. 

Already there is talk of a supplemental 
loan of $250,000,000, to be floated solely 
through the financial institutions of this 
country and without participation of the gen- 
This and other remedies are 
being discussed with a view to maintain- 
ing the underlying foundations of commerce 
between America and England. 

The bankers may make some arrange- 
ments which will hold the value of the 
pound within such limits as will prevent 
serious or dangerous interference with com- 
mercial transactions. 

But whatever may be done in this direc- 
tion, the American dollar has taken its place 
at the head of world finance to stay. It is 
now, and will remain the standard of inter- 
national commercial transactions, and it will 
do this, notwithstanding the fact that the 
pound sterling may soon after the close of 
the war find its way back to the parity 
value which it has held without variation 
for many years. 

With England drained to her financial 
dregs, and with the flow of gold to this 
country and the piling up of credit here, 
the inevitable result is the supremacy of 
the dollar in world finance. And having 
fairly won it without responsibility for the 
causes which made it so, the United States 
will hold on to it by the sheer strength of its 
financial resources which cannot be shaken. 


CLEANING UP THE FORCE. 

The police commission, working in con- 
junction with Police Chief Mayo, is giving 
every evidence of its determination to clean 
up the police force‘and to eliminate from 
it men unworthy, unreliable or 
dangerous.

has done well in per- 
emptorily dismissing from the service of 
the department two of its members «who 
engaged in a disreputable altercation in 
which one of them was wounded by a pistol 
shot. and another, who engaged in a fisti- 
cuff with his wife. The commission had no 
alternative but to dismiss these men, and 
it met the issue promptly. 

Another flagrant case that came before 
the board is yet to be acted upon. It was 
that of the policeman who fired a pistol 
shot. at a 10-year-old negro boy who was 
sarrying a lunch to his brother, wounding 
him almost to the point of death; and he 
had no other excuse except that a fright- 
ened child ran when the policeman called 
upon him to halt. The policeman’s explana- 
tion that he fired his pistol simply to scar 
the child, and had no intention of hitting 
him, is not an-answer to the law, which 
makes it a criminal offense for him to have 
fired at all under the circumstances. 

It is stated that the police board de- 
ferred action on this case because it has 
to come before the grand jury. Meanwhile, 
the offending policeman is under suspen- 
sion. 

The department owes it to itself and to 
the community to purge itself of such men 
ag this. It should make assurance doubly 
sure by carrying the case direct to the grand 


jury through its head, and insisting, for its | 


own good name, upon immediate action. 
| There is every reason to believe that 
Chief Mayo and the commission propose to 
build and strengthen the department in 
every way possible. Naturally, in pursu- 
ance of these efforts, they will meet with 
some difficulties, but the task is not an in- 
surmountable one.

The law is to be applied without fear or 
favor. 

The situation is not so bad after all, for 
those who must have their tipple will go 
the gallon-a-month limit, in conformity with 
the dry edict; but the disposition to make 
the restriction effective is general.

Some of the changes as unexpected as 
they are great which have been occasioned 
by the war and which have been overlooked 
by reason of the concentration of interest 
upon the battlefields of Europe are occa- 
Sionally disclosed, although in an incidental 
manner. Russia stands almost apart = and 
distinctive because of extraordinary changes 
which have been begun and are now under 
way in that great empire The American 
manufacturers of munitions of war have 
learned incidentally that Russia purposes be- 
comings a great manufacturer of munitions 
of this kind, no longer—at least after the 
war is ended—-being dependent upon other 
nations for war equipment commodities. For 
instance, representatives of Russia recently 
made inquiries in the United States with 
intent to learn whether they could obtain 
immediately, or within a few months, com- 
modities necessary for the thorough equip- 
ment of several arsenals which she is erect- 
ing and in which she purposes manufac- 
turing munitions of war. An earth alide 
which temporarily blockaded the Panama ca- 
nal revealed the fact that Russia was ex- 
porting from the United States by way of 
the canal and the Pacific ocean to her sea- 
port in the Far East large amounts of mu- 
nitions of war.. The export of these com- 
modities and the use of the Panama canal 
for that purpose would have been unknown 
to the public had it not been for this slide 
which has served to blockade a number of 
vessels bearing heavy cargoes of war muni- 
tions to Russia. . 

Another incident, apparently trivial in it- 
self, has revealed the fact that -Russia is 
contemplating not only the construction of 
a new railroad system, but will also make 
the deep-water terminal of that system a 
harbor north of the Arctie cirele, which the 
Russians have df{scovered is, by a peculiar 
phenomenon of the ocean, made free of ice 
the year round. , 

Not the Fifst Time. 

Knowledge of this purpose would not 
have been made public in the United States 
had there not appeared an advertisement for 
American skilled artisans and especially 
those skilled in railroad construction. This 
is not the first time that Russia has appeal- 
ed to the United States for aid in railway 
construction. The empire has always pur- 
chased in the United States a large amount 
of equipment for railroads, such as steel 
rails, but at the same time Russia made 
her first appeal to this country with intent 
to secure some one skilled in railway con- 
Struction, there were no steel rails manu- 
factured' in the United States, or, in fact, 
anywhere else. 

The czar of Russia who reigned in the 
midyears of the past century decided to con- 
Struct a railroad from 8t. Petersburg to 
Moscow, purposing such construction as 
would make it possible to operate the road 
substantially in a straight line without ap- 
preciable grade. He sent a commission to 
the United States to secure a competent en- 
gineer, having heard that the American en- 
gineers of that early day had succeeded won- 
derfully in railroad construction. His com- 
missioners went to Massachusetts and there 
were brought in contact with Captain Whis- 
tler, a graduate of West Point, the engi- 
neer who made the first survey for the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad and who was at 
the time of the visit of the Russian com- 
missioners completing a railroad whose con- 
struction had involved very difficuit original 
problems of engineering, a road which gave 
moston connection witn Albany. Captain 
Whistler was olfered and accepted the post 
of engineer-in-chief for the construction of 
the first great national railway system of 
iKiussia, fiis success has always caused 
Russia to look toward the United states with 
flavor when raliroad construction is under 
contempiation. 

Why Americans Were Chosen. 

Very likely it was the tradition of Cap- 
tain Whistler's success, as well as the fact 
that the United States is now the only open 
market, SO tO Speak, where competent rail- 
road construction Can be secured, that led 
Kussia to approach the United States with 
intent to se@cure skilled artisans for the 
construction of this new raltlroad. Were 
this railroad now in operation, Kussia would 
have been spared some embarrassment in 
ihe first year of the war. She would have 
been able to secure munitions of which she 
is so greatly in need. She would not have 
been compeiled to rely upon the harbor of 
Archangel, which is icebound six or eight 
months of the year, or the distant port upon 
the eastern Coast whence commodities are 
transported by her Siberian railroad system. 

in miawinter of this year, Russia placed 
a iarge amount of orders with American 
manutacturers, the understanding being that 
these munitions of war were to be shipped as 
soon as possible after news came that the 
harbor of Archangei was free of icé. Russie 
was compelied to wait about four months 
before American vessels entered Archangel 
harbor. There came into the office of an 
American manufacturer who shipped some 
part of the munitions a dispatch this spring 
which was 80 pleasing to read that it wae 
handed around. It announced that the har- 
bor of Archangel was open and that the 
munitiong which had been shipped by these 
American manufacturers would be speedi- 
ly unladen so that they could be transterred 
to the Russian railroad. 

The men of science in tussia reported 
gome time ago that there was a harbor north 
of the Arctic circle which was peculiar and 
individual among the harbors of the world 
in northerly latitudes because, like Halifax, 
it was ice free the year around. The ex- 
planation of this phenomenon which was givy- 
en by the men of science was that there was 
a reflex or backward sweep of the gulf 
stream potent enough, warm enough, in fact, 
to prevent such freezing of the harbor as 
would blockade it. Had it not been for the 
exigencies of the war, Russia might not have 
undertaken for years to come to build a rail. 
road from this harbor to the capital. Now 
this undertaxing is under way, and if Ruse- 
gia succeeds in her purpose, skilled artisans

He was up to his middle, 
when Bancroft, after working him to 
the limit, cracked. out a hit, and it 
looked as if he never would come back 
again, when Mr. Frank O'Loughlin 
put him in bad. Paskert sacrificed 
and Foster rushed at the ball and failed 
to hit it. Gardner came up with it 
and made a great shot to first, two 
steps ahead of the runner, but Hob- 
litzell was off the base. However, 
he caught the ball and jammed it 
against the runner and it looked as if 
he had the out. O’Loughlin ruled the 
runner safe, and with the bases filled 
and with Cravath up, things looked 
rather dubious for Boston and prosper- 
ous for the gamblers, who, with their 
usual crooked mindedness thought it 
all fixed and laid odds the Phillies 
would dake the game. 

Cravath’s Weak Effort. 

Cravath, our National hero, prompt- 
ly hit to the pitcher for a double tm | 
that left runners on second and third. 
Foster evidently thought Luderus was 
as bad a hitter as Cravath has shown 
himself to be, and Ludy mauled out 4 
double that tallied two and made it 
look as if baked beans and schrod 
had to take a bow to scrapple and 
planked shad for one day. 

3ut the Red Sox were on the defen- 
sive for the first time in this series, 
and they abandoned their methodical 
style of play and started to go after 
some one. They mauled everything 
Mayer handed out, and evened up the 
count in the third when Hooper cracked 


out his first homer.

Gardner 
made a fast pursuit, scooped the ball 
and while whirling, threw to the plate. 
Niehoff was sent back to third, but 
as the throw was bad and the ball got 
past the catcher only 15 feet, Niehoff 
whirled and made a dash for the plate 
with the catcher trying to hold him. 


No one had backed up either third base | 


or the plate, and Niehoff scored. 

All of which played the Sox ina 
bad hole, and Rixey kept them there 
until the eighth, when Gainer beat out 
a slow bounder and hero Lewis evened 
the count with a home run. Hooper's 
homer in the ninth settled the game 
and series. 

While crowning the hero, take old 
Sam Adams’ wreath and place it upon 
the brow of Duff Lewis. A month ago 
the critics in Boston were howling to 
have him taken out of the game and 
put Olaf Henrickson there. Tonight he 
is the hero of Boston, the man who indi- 
vidually has won all four games. De 
Gustibus Nil Desperandum Est, like- 
wise Nux Vomica and finis.

front. Piling up three runs in the 
eighth and ninth innings, they got the 
decision, 5 to 4. 

It was a batting bee, in which the 
Phillies got an early start. Their big 
war clubs were ringing merrily when 
the Red Sox determined to take a hand 
in the affray. From that time forward 
there was a crashing, clouting chorus 
that sounded a sweet symphony in the 
ears of the fans. For the first time 
in the series the hum of the homer was 
heard in the land. The Boston hit- 
ters got the range of the short-field 
stands in center and sent three balls 
hurtling there for the circuit. Hooper 
got two of the home-run smashes and 
Lewis another for Boston. 

The Philadelphia players, who had 
had their batting sights carefully train- 
ed on the stands and close-set fences 
long before the series began, valiantly 
tried to meet the invaders at the home- 
run game. Luderus lifted one high 
over the rightfield wall in the fourth, 


folk ended and for the last five innings 
there was never a threat of Philadel- 
phia tallies. The short fence of the 
little Philly park, confidently looked 
forward to as a benefit to the home 
players, proved in the end their un- 
doing. 

Cravath, home run monarch of the 
National league, was expected to break 
up several games with smashes out 
of the lot, but he got his long hits in 
3oston, where they were speared for 
sensational outs, and before the home 
crowds. “Gavvy” could only whiff the 
air when the fans were frantic for 
a hit. 

Cravath Was Weakling. 


He had an ideal chance today in the 
first when the bases were full and 
nobody out, but “Gavvy” hit into a 
double play. His halo was decidedly 
lopsided at this time, but when he ig- 
nominiously fanned twice thereafter it 
was swept entirely away. 

All through this world’s series the 
Red Sox have been just good enough 
to win. They lost their first meeting 
with Alexander, but thereafter were 
not to be denied. When the Philadel- 
phia team fielded brilliantly the Bos- 
ton players shone with just that great- 
er degree of radiance which narrowly 
separates a winner from the loser. 

When the Phiiadelphia pitcher was 
airtight, the Boston twirling was just 
a little tighter. And today when the 
long silent bats of the Phillies began 
4a lilting song of biffs and bingles, 
the Boston bats crashed in more stri- 
dent tones. Never very far above their 
rivals in any one of the five games, 
the men of the American league in the 
last four starts were always just with- 
in the shadowy line of success. 

It was a hard series for the Phillies 
to lose, but a brilliant victory for the 
Boston Sox. 

Supposedly outclassed from the'start, 
with the exception of one star pitcher, 
the Phillies foucht stubbornly and 
desperately and were not without plen- 
ty of chances to win each game they 
lost. The drive, the “punch,” the ulti- 
mate smash was missing, however, and 
they could never give their pitchers 
a comfortable margin to work under. 
It seemed that.the tide was about to 
turn to the Phillies this afternoon 
when they carried the game to the 
eighth inning two runs to the good. 
But the Sox were out for victory and 
ten stinging hits for a total of 21 
bases sounded the death knell of Phil- 
‘ly hopes, 

Mayer is Sclected. 

Manager “Pat” Moran, of the Phil- 
‘lies, sprang a big surprise on the Sox 
as well as on the crowd when he an- 
nounced J. Erskine Mayer, of Atlanta, 
Ga.,.as the flinger to make the last 
Stand for the home team. It had been 
taken for granted that Alexander 
would be sent to the slab in the final 
effort of the National leaguers, and 
this belief was strengthened when Big 
“Alex” began to warm up just before 
time was called. Mayer also was un- 
der way. Moran studied the two pitch- 
ers for a long time and then patted 
Mayer on the back. The wise ones 
said that Moran had decided to take 
a chance on winning today’s game, so 
that he would have Alexander ready 
tomorrow for a possible tying up of

At any rate Mayer 
Moran today, but he looked even bet- 
ter to the Red Sox. They were hav- 
ing a batting tholiday at his expense 
when Moran stopped the proceedings in 
the third and waved Mayer to the 
bench. The home players had given 
Mayer two runs in their half of the 
first, but the Sox had hammered home 
a similar. number and had gathered 
six hits off the Georgian when he flung 
his glove dejectedly away and ducked 
into the Philly dugout. 

“Colonel” Rixey was called to the 
mound and the Sox. assault was sud- 
denly stopped. The home team gave 
the “Colonel’ two additional runs in 
the fourth inning, and it seemed that 
he was destined to be a winner until 
the visitors took their eighth turn 
at bat. Gainer,. the first man up in 
this frame, connected with one of the 
left-hander’s slippy slants, and sent it 
on a journey over the infield for a 
' single. 

Lewis Hits Homer, 

“Duffy” Lewis, already credited 
with driving in two of the Red Sox 
victories, had spent a qidet and un- 
eventful afternoon up to this time. But 
on this spectacular occasion it was 
different. He met a fast one squarely 
on the nose and the crowd groaned as 
they saw the sphere sailing far away 
in the offing. The hard-driven bail 
did not hesitate in its flight until it 
landed a most unwelcome visitor in 
the very laps of the loyal rooters in 
the grounds. 

Up to this time, the thousands of 
fans gathered for the fifth conflict 
had been confident of victory. They 
had been treated to more thrills than 
all of the other games of the series 
had offered. There had been all sorts 
of baseball jammed in the early in- 
nings. There had been the rattle and 
crash of burly bats, sad errors of omis- 
sion and commission, hit batsmen, 
bases on balls, attempted steals, flash-

In the fatal ninth, 
when Hooper sent his second homer 
to the crowd, the rooters who groaned 
with the sure knowledge of defeat 
did not deny to the sturdy Californian 
a similar meed of praise. 


Foster’s Second Victory. 


George Foster, of Bokoshe, Okla. 
won his second game of the series. 
Foster got a warm reception today 
from the very start, but he stuck to

The Phillies made nine hits off the 
diminutive Foster for a total of thir- 
teen bases. This hitting was good 
enough to have won any of the games 
that went the way of the Sox except 
the contest today. The Sox since Fri- 
day last always seemed to hold the 
winning hand. R 

No cleaner world’s series ever was 
played. The men of both teams won 
the hearts of the fans both here and 
in Boston by their gentlemanly con- 
duct on the field and the sportsman- 
like manner in which they went about 
their work. 

Little Base Running. 

One notable feature of the series 
was the lack of base running. It 
seemed from the start as though pil- 
fering had become a lost art. Both 
the Boston and the Philadelphia catch- 
ers made the. runners look like truck 
horses nearly every time one started. 
Today four Philadelphia players and 
one member of the Sox started to steal. 
All were cut down while many feet 
from the bag. The catching of “Eddie” 
Burns for the Phillies has been of the 
highest order throughout the series. 
An inquiry to Killifer’s throwing arm 
put upon the “second string” backstop 
the entire burden of the series, but 
he proved of sterling worth. 

While the closing game abounded in 
thrilling plays and kept spectators on 
edge from the first to the final in- 
ning, it was a loosely played contast 
in which the offensive strength of both 
teams overshadowed their defensive 
work. None of the pitchers that fig- 
ured in the fifth game, Foster includ- 
ed, were able to hold the batters in 
check in the manner ‘of their prede- 
cessors. Broadly speaking, it was a 
battle between the batters and the out- 
fielders, in which the former had a 
decisive advantage. 

There were several shar 
ried off by the infields and some ster- 
ling catches by the outfielders of the 
two clubs, but much of the hitting was 
of the savage kind‘ that gave the 
guardians of the outer trenches little 
chance to do more than retrieve the 
ball after the damage had been done. 
Four home runs, one triple and one 
double is excessive hitting at any 
time, even in ‘the midst of a pennant 
race. When such a combination is 
uncovered in the winning game of a 
world’s series the climax in heavy hit- 
ting is reached. 

Ascendancy of Batter. 

The ascendancy of the batter over 
the pitcher in this contest is best il- 
lustrated by a comparison of Foster’s 
record in the second and fifth games, 
both won by the Red Sox. In the 
first victory for Boston Foster was 
reached for but three hits and one run 
by the Phillies. He struck out eight 
willow wielders and passed none. In 
the game today the same Foster had 
nine hits and four runs scored off his 
delivery, gave two passes and fanned 
but five batters. 

Although he lasted through the game 
and scored one hit himself, it was the 
cannonading of his teammates which 
finally won the game. Foster had great 
speed at all times, but he lacked the 
perfect control of the ball and delivery 
which made him almost invincible last 
Saturday. He appeared to be unable 
to get the sharper break on the sphere 
or to cut the corners of the plate for 
strikes with the certainty he showed in 
his first time out. Foster, however, 
held the edge on both Mayer and Rixey, 
especially at critical points in the game 
and the major portion of the credit 
awarded to the contending twirlers 
must go to the sturdy, hustling Bos- 
ton pitcher. 

Mayer, who opened for the Nationals, 
had little to baffle the Red Sox bat- 
ters with and they laced into his wide 
sweewing curves for six hits in two 
and a fraction innings in which he of- 
ficiated on the mound. All the Boston 
swingers crowded the plate and took 
their time waiting for the one they 
liked. When it came up they hammered 
it to the infielders or lifted far out over 
their heads until Manager Moran sent 
Rixey to his relief. The latter’s awk- 
ward service appeared to puzzle the 
Bostonese for a short period, but once 
they got the angle of his slants he 
proved no more effective than Mayer. 


Teams Play Earnestly. 


That the two teams stood up so well 
in the field under this bombardment 
of hits demonstrated the earnestness 
with which the play was fought out. 
Foster’s participation in this defensive 
work was excellent, the Red Sox hurl- 
er being credited with one put-out and 
three assists. In the opening session 
he figured in a double play that helped 
check the most dangerous attack made 
by the Phillies during the day. With 
the first three ibatters to face him 
s®fely perched on the bags, Foster

back to the plate for a 
force-out of Stock, and .-Thomas com- 
pleted the play by snapping the ball to 
first in time to catch the runner. 
Bancroft also figured in a somewhat 
similar fielding feat in the third when 
he scooped up Gainer’s hard hit smash, 
ran over to second for a put-out, un- 
assisted, of Speaker, coming down from 
first, and completed the double play 
with a quick throw to Luderus, which 
got Gainer several steps from the bag. 
Other plays, not so brilliant, but show- 
ing quick thinking and action, were 
frequent, but the defensive lines of 
the teams had little chance against 
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the heavy, well placed hitting and the 
two errors charged against the clubs 
were not deciding factors in the vic- 
tory and defeat. 

While Hooper was the hero of the 
game with his two home runs, the sec- 
ond in the ninth inning breaking the 
tie and winning the championship, 
Lewis did deadly work with his bat 
during the series. In eighteen times 
at the plate he made eight hits. Fos- 
ter with four hits in eight times at 
bat secured a .500 average, while Lud- 
erus made seven in sixteen trips to 
the plate. Speaker drove out five hits 
in seventeen chances: Hoblitzell five 
in sixteen; Hooper seven in twenty, 
Bancroft five and Gardner four in 
seventeen times at bat, and Paskert 
three in» nineteen. Cravath, the home- 
run king of the National league, made 
but two hits in sixteen times at bat. 

Hooper took first place in the run 
scoring, having four to his credit, two 
of which were home runs made in to- 
day’s game. Speaker, Bancroft, Gard- 
ner, Cravath and Paskert are all tied 
for second honors with two runs each. 
But three stolen bases were gained 
during the series, Hoblitzell, W hitted 
and Dugey being the sprinters to nego- 
tiate the bags safely. 

Game in Detall. 


Mayer was given a fine welcome as 
he went into the box. Hooper began 
his busy afternon by lacing the first 
ball to center field. Scott failed to 
come through with a sacrifice, going 
out on a pop fly to Luderus. Speaker 
hit the first ball pitched and forced 
Hooper at second. Luderus took two 
thinks on the play. Gathering up the 
grounder, he started to first and then 
quickly turned and threw the ball to 
Bancroft at second ahead of Hooper. 

With three balls and two strikes on 
Hozlitzell, Speaker tried to steal and 
was called out by Umpire O'Loughlin, 
Bancroft *akin the throw from 
Burns. It was the fourth time in the 
series that the speedy Speaker had 
tried to steal second and was turned 
back each time by Burns. Speaker 
kicked on O'’Loughlin’s decision on his 
out, but the umpire waved him away. 

The Phillies’ half of the inning was 
a gorgeous one for the home fans and 
more than two runs would probably 
have been scored had not a double play 
killed off two of the Quaker runners. 
Stock, first up, was hit by a pitched 
ball. Bancroft on the hit-and-run sig- 
nal shot a single to left and Stock 
took second. 

There was wild cheering when Pas- 
kert bunted safely in the infield, fill- 
ing the bases. Gardner scooped up 
Paskert’s grounder and threw to first. 
Hoblitzell touched Paskert as he 
flashed over the bag, but Umpire 
O'Loughlin said that Dode was there 
first and the whole Boston team 
gathered around the umpire protest- 
ing. O'Loughlin shooed them away. 

Cactus Cravath was the next up and 
the crowd yelled for nothing less than 
a clean sweep of the bases’ with his 
mighty bat. On the first pitched ball 
Cravath opened his shoulders and 
tried to pu® the ball out of the park, 
but instead chopped a weak little 
grounder to Foster, starting a double 
play. Foster threw out Stock at the 
plate and Thomas air-lined the ball 
to first, doubling up Cravath. This 
play hushed the crowd. 

Luderus’ Pinch Hit. 

Captain Luderus had two'strikes and 
one ball when he caught a fast inshoot 
and willowed it to left center for two 
bases and Bancroft and Paskert rushed 
across the home plate with two runs. 
There was much noise. Whitted ended 
the inning by flying out to Speaker. 
The Red Sox came back at the Phil- 
lies in the second with one run. After 
Hoblitzell was thrown out, Luderus to 
Mayer, and Lewis grounded out. Ban- 
crett to Luderus, Gardner smashed a 
three-bagger to center. Barry brought 
Garcner home with a Texas leaguer in 
short left. Thomas pushed a single 
over second, on which Barry took 
second. Both runners were left when 
Foster sent a high fly to Luderus. 

The Phillies were easy outs in the 
second. Niehoff struck out on three 
pitched balls. Burns sent up a high 
fly to Gardner and Mayer also was a 
strike-out victim. 

Boston tied the score in a knot in 
the third. Hooper picked out Maver's 
fourth pitch and drove it to. the center 
field fence, where it bounced in among 
the bleacherites for his first home run, 
and the first circut drive in the series. 
Scott flied out to Paskert and then 
Speaker hit to right for a single, the 
ball hitting the right field fence and 
bounding back to Cravath. 


Mayer Is Yanked. 

Here Manager Moran called in Rixey 
to replace the perspiring Mayer. Bos- 
ton had made six hits in two and one- 
third innings off Mayer. At the same 
time Carrigan sent in Gainer to re- 
place Hoblitzell, who is not much of 
a success against left-handers. Gainer, 
however, killed the inning by hitting 
into a double play. Bancroft scooped 
up his grounder on the run, touched 
second and snapped the ball to first 
ahead of Gainer. 

Philadelphia got a single off Foster 
in the third, but that was all. Stocke 
went out, Gardner to Gainer. Bancroft 
sent a long fly to Hooper. Paskert 
dropped a single over second and in 
attempting to steal was thrown out 
Thomas to Scott. , 
_ Lewis opened the Red Sox fourth by 
flying out to Whitted. Gardner drew 
a base on balls and was forced out at 
second on Barry’s grounder, Stock to 
Niehoff. Thomas flied out to Cravath 
the right fielder’s only chance of the 
afternoon. 


Luderus Hits Homer. 

The National leaguers again took the 
lead in their half of the fourth. Cra- 
vath ee otto” Luderus caught Fos- 
ter’s first pitch square on his bat and 
poled it out of the park over the high 
right field wall for a home run. It 
was a tremendous drive and the fans 
did not stop talking about it for some 
minutes. Whitted sent up an easy fly 
to Gardner, and then Niehoff, who had 
not hit safely in the series up to this 
time, shot a single to center field. 
Here occurred some . loose fielding. 
Burns drove a single to right and Nie- 
hoff sprinted to second and dashed for 
third. Hgoper made a lightning throw 
to the bag, but it was wide and the 
ball struck the: grandstand. By the 
time Gardner recovered the ball Nie- 
hoff was past third base, and Gardner, 
thinking Niehoff was going to try to 
score, made a wide throw to Thomas at 
the plate. Thomas fell oll over the 
horsehide trying to field it and it 
rolled into the infleld ahd Niehoff 
dashed for home with no one covering 
the plate. 

The official scorers decided that Nie- 
hoff had Hooper’s throw beaten to 
third base even if it had been perfect, 
and charged Gardner with an error for 
the throw which permitted Niehoff to 
score. Two innings later the official 
announcer, at Umpire Klem’s order, 
megaphoned to the press box that it 
had been decided by the umpires that 
a runner shall be allowed two bases on 
an overthrow. This took the error 
away from Gardner and Hooper was 
charged with an error for making the 
overthrow. But, getting back to the 
game, with two out, Rixey was an 
easy out, Gardner to Gainer. 

Foster Gets Single. 

Foster gladdened the hearts of the 
Boston fans by batting a short single 
to center at the opening of the fifth. 
He took second when Hooper was hit 
by a pitched ball. Scott flied to Whit- 
ted without moving the runners. But 
they each advanced a base on Speak- 
er’s out, Rixey to Luderus. Gainer 
ended the inning by sending up a high 
fly to Niehoff. The second baseman 
lost it in the sun for a moment, but 
sighted it again before it was too late 
to make the catch. 

For the Phillies In the fifth Ban- 
croft was the only man to get on the 
base line, but did not get around. Stock 
began with grounding out, as he did 
in the third, Gardner to Gainer. Ban- 
croft sent a streaking single to cen- 
ter and was held to the bag by Speak- 
er, who gathered in Paskert’s long fly. 
With Cravath at the bat Bancroft tried 
to steal and was thrown out, Thomas 
to Scott. 

The Red Sox got two men on first in 
the sixth inning, but the side was again 
blanked. Lewis opened by grounding 
out, Bancroft to Luderus. Gardner 
sent up a little four, which fell into 
the big mitt of Catcher Burns. Barry 
hammered a grounder at Bancroft. who 
made a wild throw to first, and Barry 
drew up at second before the ball could 
be returned to the infield. Boston had 
a good chance to put a run across, and 
Manager Carrigan sent in Cady to bat 
for Thomas. Cady waited and drew a 
pass, but Foster ended the inning by

Cravath Fans Again. 
Cady went in to catch in Thomas’ 
place in the sixth. Cravath, first up for 


the Phillies, was unable to distinguish 
between Foster’s good and bad balls, 
and was struck out for the second 
time. Foster did not take any chances 
with Luderus, who already had a dou- 
ble and home run to his credit, and, 
trying to edge the ball along the cor- 
ners of the plate, gave the Philadel- 
phia captain a base on balls.

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 17 to 25 points and during 
the early trading sold 29 to 30 points 
met higher on a continuation of Mon- 
day’s buying movement. Firmness in 
Liverpool over the local nolidayvy and 
bullish crop advices fron: the south 
were the factors on this advance which 
éarried the active months back to witli- 
in 10 or 12 points of the season's high 
records, The impression appeared to 
be that the cold weather of Sunday and 
Monday in the northern half of the 
belt had practically eliminated the pos- 
sibility of any top crop, while the rain- 
fall shown on today’s map increased 
the tendency to scale down estimates of 
the yield. Around 12.90 for December 
and 13.29 for March, offerings in- 
creased, however, and the market soon 
became slightly. easier.

Around the 
middle of the day the market lost $2 
a bale on these features, although it 
was quickly discovered that the de- 
cision against the futures act would 
not be, immediately, at any rate, the 
important bearish factor at first ex- 
pected. The market had a steady tone 
in the afternoon and closed at a net 
loss of 22 to 27 points. 

First prices were at a loss of 4 to 
6 points on selling which appeared to 
result from the absence of frost on 
the weather map. After the call the 
market did better on fresh buying, 
going 5 to 6 points over yesterday s 
close. The weekly weather and crop 
summaries at 11 o'clock did not con- 
tain as much mention of cold weather 
as the bulls anticipated and liquidation 
immediately followed their reading 
This selling movement was well un- 
der way when the decision against the 
futures act was announced. Prices then 
fell 40 to 43 points from the highest 
of the day and 34 to 87 points under 
yesterday's iast quotations. When it 
was vredicted that the futures case 
would probably be carried to the higher 
court the market recovered 20 to 22 
points and took on a steadier tone.

WAR SHARES AGAIN 
RESUME POPULARITY 


Foreign Liquidation De- 
presses Railway and Other 
High Grade Issues—Beth- 
lehem Makes New High at 
465. 


New York, October 13.—Specialties 
resumed first. place in speculative im- 
portance today, rails and other high- 
grade shares falling behind, mainly as 
a result, it was said, of extensive for- 
eign selling. In fact, the market’s pro- 
fessional tone was at decided variance 
with recent days, when the strength 
of seasoned stocks offered hope of a 
revival of interest from investment 
sources. : 

A majority of ‘the better known rail- 
Ways were one or two points lower, 
Reading again showing greatest heavi- 
ness. That stock and the Pacifics, Eries 
and grangers were offered for Euro- 
pean account to the extent of 60,000 
shares. According to general belief, 
these sales represented profit-taking. 

War shares were foremost in the rise 
of the specialties, the Balkan situation 
evidently being regarded as a bullish 
incident for that class of stocks. Beth- 
lehem Steel rose 16 points to the new 
high record of 465, and Studebaker also 
broke all previous records with a gain 
of 19 to 164. The Maxwell motors is- 
sues rose 8 to 4 points above all pre- 
vious levels, chiefly on the decision of 
the directors to pay back dividends of 
14% per cent on the first preferred 
stock. General motors, Baldwin Loco- 
motive and Lackawana Steel, as well 
as minor industrials and allied issues, 
improved 2 to 4 points, with 4 points 
for American woolen at 564. 

The market derived much of its im- 
petus from United States Steel, which 
advanced 1% to 84%, its top quotation 
since 1910, and within 11 points of its 
records of 1909, when another great 
boom in the steel industry was in full 


swing. Total sales amounted to about 
1,245,000 shares, steel contributing 168, - 
000 


Among the market factors of the day 
were the further reduction in idle 
freight cars, higher favorable foreign 
trade balance statement of the depart- 
ment of commerce and advices from 
various sections of the country point- 
ing to betterment in all lines of trade.

the president tomorrow concerning 
plans for the army, and Monday Sec- 
retary Garrison 1s expected to return 
to Washington and begin a series of 
talks with the president on the defense 
programm. 

Secretary Daniels already has heard 
the president's views on naval appro- 
printions. Mr. Daniels said today that 
both the president and Chairman 
of the house naval affairs 
committee, seemed to approve of the 
idea of a five-year naval building 
program, 

The secretary said that in his con- 
ference with the general board the 
number of ships of the battle cruiser 
and dreadnaught type to be recom- 
mended had not been decided. He be- 
lieved, however, more dreadnaughts 
than ‘battle cruisers would be asked 
for, and while he declined to give fizg- 
ures, intimations in naval quarters 
were that four capital fighting ships 
would be recommended for the first of 
the five years, three the second year 
and enough thereafter to make a total 
of between fifteen and twenty fighting 
Ships for the entire period. 


Lessons on the War. 


“Tt believe the European war has 
shown us,” said Mr. Daniels, “the great 
value not only of air craft, but of fast 
heavily armed vessels and scout cruis- 
ers, and the importance of big guns. 
Particularly it has taught us that we 
might have larger supplies of ammuni- 
tion than congress or the general board 
has hitherto provided.” 

The secretary revealed that most of 
the information sought from American 
naval attaches abroad before making 
up next year's building program had 
arrived. “He said the delay in building 
the two battleships authorized by the 
last congress was due to a desire to 
perfect plans for protection of these 
vessels against the torpedo. 

According to Mr. Dantels’ estimate 
today of ships built and building, ex- 
clusive of what additional vessels may 
be authorized by the next congress, the 
fleet would number thirty capital ships 
of the first line by 1922, with twelve 
in reserve. Naval officers estimate that 
out of the total number which would 
ibe authorized in ‘the five-year building 
program twelve first-line ships could 
be finished by 1922, so that the total] 
would be forty-two.

He has Jaunch- 
ed a “League for the Marrying of 
Broken Heroes.” |

British Chiet Justice 
Accorded High Honor 
By U.S. Supreme Court 


« 


Washington, October 13.—For the 
third ¢ime in the memory of court 
officials a foreign jurist today had the 
honor of sitting with the supreme 
court of the United States. The visi- 
tor was Baron Reading, lord chief 
justice of England, in America as 
chairman of the Anglo-French finan- 
cial commission. 

When the court convened for the 
afternoon session Baron Reading 
walked in with Chief Justice White, 
who ushered him to a seat at the right 
of his own place. For an hour and a 
half the head of the English law 
courts listened to arguments on the 
constitutionality of the North Dakota 
tax on express receipts. 

So far as is recalled here, the dis- 
tinction shown Baron Reading has 


been accorded only twice before—to | 


Lord Coleridge as lord chief justice of ' 
England, in 1883, and Lord Herschell, 
British lord high chancellor, in 1899.
